Corn To Be More 
Than"KneeHigh" 
Expected July 4 


CHICAGO, June 24.—<flVMore 
than knee high by the Fourth of 
July appeared to he a certainty 
today for the nation's all-Import- 
ant corn crop. 
Traditionally, corn 
should 
be 
knee high by July 4 if the country 
li to have a good harvest. It al- 
ready is knee high In several Mid- 
west areas and growing rapidly 
as a result of heavy rains in the 
past 48 hours. 


High prices now posted in gro- 
cery and meat stores are attribut- 
able at least In part to last year's 
short corn production. 
Rains Needed. 
Crop experts cautioned the crop 
will need timely rains in July and 
August—what It lacked In 
lasr 
years' drought—to come through 
to a big harvest as desired. But 
right now the outook has aeldom, 
if ever, been better. 
H. J. 
Gramllch, 
agriculture 
agent for the Chicago and North- 
western Railway, who 
returned 
here today from a survey through 
Iowa, said corn In that atate was 
"coming forward by leaps 
and 
bounds." 
"There Is a big acreage and it's 


off to a wonderful start," Gram- 
llch said.

a new contract with John L. Lewis 
Riving miners a $1 a day wage boost 
and doubling the pension fund roy- 
alty levy. 


Such a wage increase would be 
121-2 cents an hour. Miners now 
receive a basic pay of $13.05 for 
and eight-hour day or $1.631 an 
noun The new rate would provide 
$14.01 for eight hours at an hourly 
rate of $1.766. 


The welfare fund, from which 


pensions would come, is accumu- 
lated now through a 10-cents-a-ton 
royalty levy which is pased on to 
consumers. 


Under the proposal reported rea- 


dy for signing this royalty would 
be boosted to 20-cents-a-ton and 
would raise an estimated $100,000,- 
000 a year. From this Lewis wanta 
to pay his retired 
miners $100 


monthly, 
to'gether with benefits 


for dependents. 
Terms of the proposed contract 


were learned privately as coal op- 
erator representatives, except for 
Harry M. Moses, steel company ne- 
gotiator, met behind closed doors 
with Lewis in the 
United Mine 


Worker chief's offices. 


Other features In the tentative

Retention

New Court Orders

federal court orders barring threat-

obtained by the government. 


In New York, the full force of a 


Taft-Hartley 
law clause was In- 


voked by Federal Judge John W. 
Clancy who extended a 10-day re- 
straining order to an 80-day anti- 
strike injunction. 


The "cooling off" order affects 


70,000 shipping workers—members 
of the CIO Maritime Union 
and 


two other CIO unions—on the East 
and Gulf coasts. 


In San Francisco, Judge George 
B. Harris extended for another 10 
days the temoprary restraining or- 
der Issued June 14 against

unions representing 30,000

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TAX EXEMPTION NOT 
NEEDED BY VOTERS, 
HIGH COURT RULES 


LOWER TRIBUNALS ARE 
REVERSED IN CASE^ OF 
60-YEAR-OLD BALLOT 


,AUSTIN, June 23.—(ff^—The 
su- 
preme court ruled Jn effect today 
that persona over 60 who failed to 
Obtain poll tax exemption certifi- 
cates before Feb. 1 may vote in 
this year's elections. 


It reversed lower 
court Judg- 
ments holding that voters over 60 
In towns of 10,000 or more popula- 
tion must obtain such annual ex- 
emption certificates before Feb. 1 
of each year to qualify as voters. 


The court wa* divided 6 to 3 on 
the question which came up from 
the Eaatland court of civil ap- 
peals. It Involved directly only 45 
votes in a big spring election con- 
test, but Attorney General Price 
Daniel had told the supreme court 
in arguing the case that 
If 
the 
Eastland 
decision 
were 
upheld, 


thousands of voters would be de- 
prived of the ballot this year. 
Background Explained 


The 49th legislature amended the 
exemption certificate law to pro- 
Tide that persons over 60 shall re- 
new their permanent exemption 
certificate annually if they lived In 
pities of 10,000 or more. 
This renewal feature was not in 


4the old law. 


Then Attorney General Grover 
'Sellers ruled the law in effect was 
invalid because provided no pen- 
alty for violation. County tax as- 
sessor-collectors have generally fol- 
lowed this ruling In the absence of 
any court decision on the subject. 
Then a tax-raising election was 


held in a Howard county Independ- 
ent school district. It was contestod 
on grounds that 45 persons over 60 
had voted without obtaining an an- 
nual renewal of their exemption 
certificates. The trial court upheld 
the contest and the Eastland court 
of civil appeals agreed with the 
trial court. 


This Intermediate court decision 
was handed down a few days be- 
fore the deadline for paying poll 
taxes. 


The majority opinion was writ- 
ten by Associate Justice Graham 
B. Smedley, joined by Chief Jus-

nual exemptions was mandatory, 
and that the Intention of the leg- 
islature was to discharge its con- 
stitutional duty to make such reg- 
ulations as necessary 
"to detect 
and punish fraud and to preserve 
the purity of the ballot box." 


"The need for the change 
ap- 


pears right plain," Simpson said. 
"Persons exempt from poll tax 
payments got on the tax collect- 
or'., poll list and. not being oblig- 
ed to renew their certificates an- 
nually, never got off. even if they 
moved away or died."

One of the agricultural 
places In Navarro county 
J W. David farm seven and one- 
half miles southwest of Coralcana 
on the old Waco-Corsicana High- 
way. W. L. David is in charge 
of the 1200-acre block and Is 
not 


only carrying out many soil con- 
servation practices, but also Is do- 
ing experiment work. 
The fairly level block Is worked 


by machinery. About 300 acres are 
devoted to cotton, while 135 acres 
is in hybrid corn, 300 acres 
are 


planted in rye and vech (this is be- 
ing combined for seeding) 35 acres 
ate platnted in summer peas, 35 in 
oats, 26 In hay and the remainder 
is In permanent pastures/ 


The £50 acres of permanent pas- 
tures carry about 50 grown Here- 
fords and their calves. 


Lands 
All culitaved lands are 
given 
phosphate treatment and 0147 pot- 
ash-phosphate In addition to 
the 
green crops turned under. 
Because most of the land Is com- 
paratively level, David Is putting 
al! the lands with as much as a 
two-percent slope back Into per- 
manent pastures. 
These permanent pastures are 
also being fertilized and various 
clovers 
grasses, etc. are being 


planted. Considerable trouble 
Is 


being experienced In ridding some 
of the lands of mesqulte 
bushes 
and trees. 


Member AA 
David, a 
member of the State 


AAA committee, Is a graduate of 
Texas A. and M, College and for- 
merly served several years as a 
county agent before returning to 
the farm where he now resides, 


As a sideline, the agriculturalist 
operates a seed concern, combin- 


ing, harvesting and culling grass 
and crop seeds for sale to the pub- 
lic. He has his plant located 
on 
the farm. 


As one of his experiments this 
year, David has twenty-five varie- 
ties of hybrid corn growing in one 
field He fertilized a portion orthe 
acreage and the Texas A. and M, 
experiment stations will get 
the 


benefit of his findings. 


Drought Hurts' 


Continued dry weather and the 
high winds of the past several days 
has 
seriously curtailed the corn 


production and In some Instances 
cotton Is suffering, but the harvest- 
ing of the hay crop has been faci- 
litated by the hot ary weather and 
much baling has been done. 


Ralnn would materially aid some 


cf the corn, according to farmers, 
and gardens as well as keeping the 
pastures green and growing. 
Most of 
the cotton has 
been 
worked out and Is In good condi- 
tion considering the poor stands 
and lateness Incident to floods sev- 


eral weeks ago when lands and 
fields were washed badly Incident 
to a six-inch precipitation. 
Sonu cotton has been replanted 


twice and still does not have good 
stands.

dim; and we listen to radio discus- 
sions until our cars are dull. The 
public's fears are 
their expectations.

lor peace are obscured by plans for 
amtha: war 
Palestine holds the center of the 


ntaf?e. as it has done In centuries 
past. Today we take a comprehen- 
live look at the period between the 
two Testaments. W« find there the 
game uncertainty and strife, bitter 
hardships. hlj?h hopes, Internal di- 
visions. For nearly five hundred 
years the Jews 
returned 
from 
Babylonia struffpled for Indepen- 
dence. 
For a time, under Maccabees, the 
Jews won. But a decline In leader- 
ship brought them again Into sub- 
Itctlon of the surrounding nations. 


This period of time covered the 
rise and power of the great em- 
pires—Persia. 
Babylonia, 
Egypt, 


Greece and Rome. 
Glory and Grief 
In out study of the 
ups 
and 


downs of the Jewish people we are 
apt to overlook the fact that this 
period between the two Testaments 
wag the era of great literature In 
the western world. The utterances 
of the Greek and Roman philoso- 
phers stll! continue as a 
back- 


ground 
of literature. It was a 
strange commingling of savagery 
and idolatry and of brilliant 
hu- 
man Insight 
We talk with unabated horror 


of the atrocities of the Nazis. Few 
of us remebber that after his con- 
QUostp Tamerlane built 
a 
wall 
around the old city of Philadel- 
phia In Asia Minor composed en- 
tirely of human skulls. The sav- 
agery of the recent world war 
Is 


matched by the normal conduct of 
<he hosts which, wielded dominion 
over the Jews; and In turn rose and 
fell. 
Old Order Ends 


Last of the Old Testament proph- 
ets. Malacht, spoke clear, strong 
and biting words. He pictured Di- 
vine direction and Judgment 
In 


the passages assigned for present 
itudy. 


"And 
I will come near to you to 


judgment; and I will be a 
swift 


•witness against the sorcerers, and 
igftindt the adulterers, and against 
the false swearers, and 
against 
those that oppress the hireling in 
his wages, the widow, and the fath- 
erless and that turn aside the so- 


journer from his right, and 
fear 


not me. salth Jehovah of hosts." 
The old prophet saw as clearly 
as the latest "liberal", that social 
Injustices could not abide under 
the reign of God. His entire book 
may be summed up In the words. 
"Get right with God." A fabric of 
life that was rotten with social 
abuses could not hold together. 
Despite his dire prophecies, Mal- 


achl held out a promise of new life 
for a repentant people. He foretold 
the coming of Elijah, and of the 
appearance of the Messiah. 
But In this long and 
troubled 


stretch of Jewish life great chang- 
es were made In the outward forms 
of Judlasm. In this period worship 
shifted from the Temple to 
the 


synagogues 
which 
were set up 
throughout the land. New forms 
of ritual and anniversary celebra- 
tion was established; as well as the 
sway ^f the Pharisees. The expec- 
tation of the coming Messiah burn- 
ed low. 
Messiah Appears 
But the Messiah did come. The 


l.ragedv of all tragedies in Judah's 
troubled life was that it did not 
accept 
the Messiah who came In 
the person of Jesus. 


After their rejection of Him. they 
ceased to be a nation, but wander- 
ed in bitterness and suffering over 
the whole world, driven from place 
to place by their enemies. 
The 


unity of the people of God disap- 
peared. Even to this day they are 
split into parties and factions; in- 
to Zionist and anti-Zionist, Into 
rival armies that have caused the 
Holy Land to run red with 
the 


biood of Jews and Arabs. Palestine 
Is the central problem affecting 
world peace. 


Still the heart of humanity goes 
out to these homeless sheep, driv- 
en in misery to all parts of 
the 


world. 
Living Word of Dead Prophet 


Still the "Messenger"—that 
Is 


the meaning of Malachi's name— 
held out hope for his people. 
He 


quoted Gort as saying that if they 
would bring all the tithes into the 
storehouse—that is, conform 
to 


their primary spiritual obligations 
—He would open up the windows 
of heaven and pour them out bless- 
ing so great that there would not 
be room enough to receive it. 


It is as If God were saying, "My
